Apple 12” and 17” PowerBook G4s (www.Apple.com) Apple surprised the keynote audience 
Tuesday morning when Steve Jobs simultaneously announced the world’s largest and smallest 
full-featured portable computers. The 17” PowerBook G4 features the largest display ever to 


grace a portable, engineered into a 1-inch-thin notebook that’s ultralight (just 6.8 pounds), 
starting at $3299. This PowerBook also has a backlit keyboard which, along with the screen
